6 zeforc noon on 17 August 1947 a riot occurred at rlant #36 of the Lortheast 
Railway Administration Office in larbin. Two brinch plant chiefs tere killed and 
two roremen were injured. The riot was broken uy by a syuad cf the Harbin Gare 
rison Neadguarters, and 16 rioters were arrested. The reason for the riot was 
that the rlant, having received an order to increase ;roducticn, had increased 
tho workin> hours fron eight to ten per day, starting 1 zugust. hen the labor- 
ers became ill from overwork or other causes, rlant authoritics would not «allow 
then sici leave. ilreover, roor working conditions in the ;lant caused friction 
and resentment petieen the workers and foromen. Cfficiuls anc citiscns of liarbin 
took the riet very seriously. The workers have since sent rerresentatives to 
tho plant authorities to demand that the eight-hour day be restored and the foremen 
involved be runished. At the end of ..uwgust, the case had not ret boen settled. 
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
